Irccs and coastal grasses will 
be shipped to Iceland, in a largo 
scale reforestation and conser¬ 
vation program. 

The Alaska coast, with a cli¬ 
mate similar to Iceland, has 
trees and gra.sses ideally suited 
lo the b.nrren soil. Birches are 
the only native tree in wide 
areas of Iceland and they have 
b(>en largely cut off. In all Ice¬ 
land, there arc only 400 species 
of plant life. 

Alaska evergreen trees, trans¬ 
planted to Iceland in 193G are 
about 5 molers, or 15 feet high 
so now is Ihe time to go into 
mass Iransplanting of seedlings, 
and use as much as 100 pounds 
a year from Alaska. This is a 
lot, when one considers there 
are 200,000 .seed.s to a pound.
